Test C»se In Franklin County-Inquests to 


lie Held Only Upon Bodies Discovered 


and Cause or Death Unknown. 


A question having been raised in this 


county as to tho construction of the law 
governing fees for coroner's services the 
finding of Judge Pugh in Frankliu 
county may be cited as throwing light 
on the matter in dispute. The Franklin 
county case waa made a-test case. 


The result will be if the decision is 


affirmed by the higher courts that the 
coroner can only be paid for inquests 
held upon bodies discovered, and where 
the cause of death is not apparent 
Late in August Albert Claprood was 
killed by George Robinson in a street 
brawl in the presence of several wit- 
nesses. 
Judge Pngh held that the 


statutes do not authorize an inquest in 
cases of this kind.

It is necessary to determine 


who ifl to do the mental act of supposing 
that the death was caused by violence. 
My motion, however, is that it may be 
done by any person or persons who im- 
part the information to the coroner or 
by the coroner himself. 
The laat requi- 


site is the most important one. Before 
the coroner can aot he must be informed 
that a body has been found in his 
county. 
The term 'found' imparts ex 


vitermini that the body was discovered; 
that is, that it was found for the first 
time, ascertained and recognized. 
It 


means also that the cause of death is 
well known. 
When the cause of death 


is well known; when a homicide by 
violence occurs in the presence of others 
who take no part in it; when a murder 
take place in plain sight and hearing of 
witnesses, the body of the homicide can- 
not afterwards be found in the sense of 
the statute. 


"Finding a dead body plainly moans 


that it cannot have been before known 
or discovered, but such a finding could 
not be predicated of the body of a per- 
son who was killed in the presence of a 
number of witnesses—of persons who 
had no aot or part in the killing.

building, 64 West Second street, by the 
provisions of Mrs. Rachel Hamilton's 
will, waa set apart as a f rea reading room 
lor the men and boys of the city, so 
long as it shoald be conducted in ao- 
cordaunce with the wishes of her exec- 
utor and its current expenses provided 
lor by our citizens. From the rental 
of rooms and stable and the interest of 
a small surplus in the hands of the ex- 
ecutor, our association realizes_anuually 
f 175.00. The expenses of maintaining 
the building is about §700.00, leaving 
a balance to bo raised by other means 
of $52fi.OO. 
For a time the asaooiation 


resorted to entertainments of various 
kinds as a source of income, but find- 
ing this very hard work and poor pay, 
and feeling that the reading room is a 
public institution to which every one 
should contribute something, we have 
for the last two years depended mainly 
npon subscriptions obtained by a house 
to house canvass. The largest contri- 
butors to the work are the family of 
Mr. John G. Peebles, whose gifts ag- 
gregate $150.00 annually and 
are 


•freqeuently greatly in excess of that 
amount. A few others give sums vary- 
ing from two to twenty-five dollars, 
while the large majority of contribu- 
tions are from ten cents to one dollar. 
The amount subscribed has, however, 
been steadily growing less for several 


. 
years, and the annual report of our 
treasurer, just rendered, shows onr ex- 
penditures to be 552.00 in excess of our 
leoiets Thus the question confronts

*jg,"Bhall we be able to continue this 
benevolent work.and how?" 
We come 


to the philanthorpio citizen of Ports- 
month for a solution of the question.
